This is a decision on applicant's Petition to the Commissioner according to 37 CFR 
1.181 which was filed March 7, 2006 requesting withdrawal of the finality of the office 
action mailed December 7, 2005 as being premature. The delay in treating this petition 
is sincerely regretted.

A review of the record shows that a final Office action was mailed on December 7, 
2005.
